To the Editor of The Capital Times: 


The high cost of living prooiem 


is receiving the attention of all class- 
es of'men and women. There ;s a 
superficial view and a fundamental 
view—the former would cure ..he 
disease by attacking its top, while 
tbr latter would go to its roots, iv- 
ory disease, financial, political or 
economial has a root. I believe tne 
root of the high cost of living is in 
-tie hands of the government. 


All persons and institutions hav- 


ing the power of making or "mark- 
ing" prices on the products they pro- 
dune must pay large' income taxes. 
Now if you will notice the nnanc:a. 
columns of the papers you will soon 
be convinced that the corporations 
are all doing an excellent business 
and their reports of profits arc ail 
made with the time of income tax 
eliminated—taken out of the report; 
yet increased profits are almost uni- 
versally the rule. Proof of the fact 
that fine profits are now made is the 
ascending stock market. All corpor- 
ation stocks, except possibly railcoaa 
shares, 
are 
selling at very nigh 


prices as compared -with pre-v.-ar 
)rices. The answer, is that they are 
making money in spite of the large 
ncoroe taxes; to to do this, the prof- 
t on the production must be grealev. 
' Another diseased root is our gov- 
ernment's ' money system. 
Money 


ias been cheapened by the govern- 
ment through the increase of circu- 
ation. There really can be no short- 
age or scarcity of money under our 
present system for the reason that 
i certain amount'of money now in 
circulation is based upon the note; 
of 'farmers and business men. If 
the latter need (in their'own judg- 
ment) ' the money, they can get it. 
The federal reserve bank prints it 
and issues it upon the notes of tarm- 
ers and business men. If this fi"i- 
eral bank would make a prohibitive 
rate upon its discounts today u 
would have a big' affect upon prices 
of necessities.
